Bard of Trade, stated the object of 
the new company and what they want- 
ed. It was simply an exemption from 
taxes of fhe new capital that they 
would put'Into the plant 
Mr. Kel- 


ley made it plain that no further ex- 
emption was asked on tho present 
property, which expires on the land 


year. and on certajn pther buildings 
in 1914. It was the suggestion of the 
committee and prominent (business 
men that the resolution granting the 
exemption carry with it a provision, 
which would make. it null and void 
if at at any time after starting work, 
Jan. 1," 1911, the company .suspended 
business, or at any time did not em- 
ploy more than 100 men. 


Former Councilman Harry B. Boyn- 


ton was very much in favor of the 
exemption and 'pointed out to the 
council in what way the general busi- 
ness of the city would be improved. 
For instance, property that would be- 
come taxablo after next year would 
bp far more valuable if occupied tahn 
If vacant, as at the present time.

pressed the Intention ot passing,a res- 
olution1 at the regular meeting this 
evening, exehiptlng the company from 
taxation.

Cannon IB discovering that he can no 
longer rule the regular Republicans of 
the house. It Is evident now that he 
mistook the vote by -which 'the house 
refused to declare the s-peakorshlp va- 
cant as a wholesale Indorsement of 
his right to continue to dictate. Ho 
has learned that many «f his support- 
ers in the recent contest In the house 
Intended to insist that He shall remain, 
in the background from1 this time on. 


If he bad his way the lnsurf;ent Re- 


publicans would be ignored 'or fought 
to the bitter end every time they at- 
tempted to participate in the deliber- 
ations of the house; but he will not 
lave his way-. It has been a painful 
duty for some of the old-time regu- 
lars to Inform him that he must real- 
ize that he Is no longer the master of 
the house, but Its servant. 


The speaker can see no reason why 


the insurgent Republicans should not 
be "driven out of the party." It galls 
him mightily to be forced to consent 
that they shall be recognized from this 
time on as a factor to be reckoned 
with In the house.
